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Annual  Report 

To  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  EASTWOOD. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your  District  for  the 
year  1953. 

The  Report  contains  accounts  of  the  many  and  varied 
activities  of  your  Health  Department,  all  of  which  are  directed 
towards  safeguarding  and  improving  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity. 

There  is  also  included  information  on  the  services  admin- 
istered by  the  County  Council  under  various  Acts,  mainly  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

A study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  in  the  following  pages  indi- 
cates that  the  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  maintained 
during  1953  at  a satisfactory  level. 

The  Infectious  Disease  notifications  were  not  numerous  after 
allowing  for  the  moderately  sharp  outbreak  of  Measles  which 
occurred  during  the  year. 

It  is  again  worthy  of  comment  that  this  is  the  seventh  suc- 
cessive year  in  which  there  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  in 
your  District.  The  continued  absence  of  Diphtheria  from  the 
community  is  dependent  upon  a certain  minimum  proportion  of 
the  child  population  being  immunised  by  inoculation.  Many  of 
the  younger  generation  of  parents  do  not  know  Diphtheria  and 
feel  that  if  there  are  no  cases  occurring  there  is  no  need  for 
immunisation.  The  experience  of  other  countries  has  shown 
that  if  the  number  of  children  being  immunised  falls  too  low, 
Diphtheria  cases  will  certainly  occur  again.  Therefore  our 
defences  against  this  dreadful  disease  must  be  maintained  con- 
tinuously, and  this  can  only  be  done  by  parents  bringing  forward 
their  children  for  immunisation  at  the  proper  time.  As  applied 
to  Diphtheria,  it  is  certainly  true  that  “Prevention  is  Better  than 
Cure.” 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Government  issued  its  pro- 
posals for  the  improvement  of  existing  houses  and  for  the  demoli- 
tion of  unfit  accommodation.  In  due  course  it  will  be  the  duty  of 
the  Council  to  lay  before  the  Minister  plans  for  the  demolition 
of  unfit  or  unsuitable  houses.  This  is  necessary  work  which 
must  be  carried  forward  in  the  interests  of  Public  Health  and 
public  conscience. 

I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Rolling  and  his  staff  for  the  care 
which  they  have  given  to  the  preparation  of  this  Report,  and  for 
their  unfailing  assistance  to  me  at  all  times.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting,  in  conjunction  with  that  of 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1953. 

A vacancy  in  the  clerical  department,  due  to  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  R.  A.  Brown  in  December  of  the  previous  year,  was  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  a Junior  Clerk,  Maurice  R.  Gill,  who  com- 
menced in  January,  1953. 

Whilst  difficulties  were  encountered  in  maintaining  an  ade- 
quate staff  of  workmen,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  a once- 
weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 
Not  that  this  can  be  regarded  with  any  degree  of  complacency  as 
it  is  hoped  that  sometime  in  the  future  a twice,  or  even  thrice 
weekly,  collection  will  be  introduced. 

Some  improvement  was  made  in  the  number  of  houses  built 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  1952.  The  considerable  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  was 
due  to  the  commencement  of  two  small  areas  for  housing  de- 
velopment. Generally,  the  position  with  regard  to  the  issue  of 
licences  for  the  erection  of  houses  was  somewhat  easier  than  in 
former  years. 

With  the  gradual  removal  of  restrictions,  improvements  to 
property,  particularly  by  owner-occupiers,  are  taking  place  and 
the  provision  of  bathrooms  and  hot  water  supplies  is  improving 
the  general  standard  of  accommodation  in  the  district. 

Further  progress  was  made  by  the  National  Coal  Board 
to  houses  in  their  ownership  in  connection  with  the  installation 
of  new  solid  fuel  cooking  ranges  and  domestic  hot  water  supplies. 
Approximately  sixty-five  houses  have  been  completed  in  addition 
to  the  seventy-five  improved  last  year.  It  is  hoped  to  provide 
these  houses  with  baths  at  a later  date. 
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Coal  extraction  and  subsequent  subsidence  is  affecting  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  district.  The  Council’s  Church  View  estate  is 
one  of  the  areas  affected  and  a number  of  the  houses  have  suffered 
damage  as  a result.  Although  the  National  Coal  Board  do  accept 
responsibility  for  repairs  for  such  surface  damage,  no  assistance 
is  given  towards  the  cost  of  maintaining  or  repairing  under- 
ground services,  such  as  main  sewers — this  is  neither  logical  or 
equitable. 

In  connection  with  the  supervision  of  food  it  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  although  262  samples  of  articles  of  foodstuffs  were 
obtained  for  examination  and  analysis,  only  eleven  samples  of 
milk  were  found  to  be  sub-standard  due  to  natural  causes,  and 
no  proceedings  were  required  to  be  taken.  The  erection  of  a 
Model  Bakery  establishment  in  the  district,  opened  in  October, 
1953,  has  brought  about  a big  improvement  in  the  production  and 
handling  of  bread. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  your  continued  support 
and  interest,  and  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Perry  for  his  help  and 
co-operation,  also  to  my  colleagues  for  their  assistance.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers. 

A list  of  Public  Health  Officers  appears  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Report. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  samples  and 
specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63,  Gold- 
smith Street,  Nottingham  (Telephone  No.:  Nottingham  41304). 

Mortuary  Accommodation. 

The  Mortuary,  which  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Council 
Offices,  Church  Street,  Eastwood,  was  used  on  14  occasions,  as 
compared  with  18  for  the  previous  year.  Of  these  14  cases, 

8 related  to  persons  whose  death  occurred  outside  the  Urban 
District. 

Mortuary  facilities  serve  the  adjoining  Parishes  of  Brinsley, 
Greasley,  Awsworth,  Kimberley  and  Nuthall,  and  the  Rural  Dis- 
trict Council  of  Basford,  by  agreement,  are  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  fees  in  respect  of  persons  brought  from  their  district. 
These  fees  at  the  present  time  are  10/-  for  the  use  of  the  Mortuary 
with  an  additional  charge  of  10/-  when  a post  mortem  is  held. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the  Nottingham- 
shire County  Council,  and  the  Sub-Station  at  the  Council  Offices, 
Church  Street,  Eastwood,  ensures  that  the  vehicle  is  readily  avail- 
able for  the  inhabitants  of  the  district. 

The  ambulance  is  summoned  by  telephoning  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Control,  Telephone  Nottm.  88771,  and  in  the  event  of 
the  Eastwood  ambulance  not  being  available,  a vehicle  is  des- 
patched from  the  nearest  County  Station. 

The  service  is  free  and  all  urgent  calls  for  accident,  sudden 
illness  or  maternity  are  answered  without  question.  Non-urgent 
calls,  such  as  for  routine  hospital  attendance,  are  only  accepted  if 
supported  by  a recommendation  from  the  District  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  hospital  doctor,  private  practitioner,  nurse,  midwife, 
dentist  or  other  responsible  person. 

Hospitals. 

There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  this  area,  but  hospitals  are 
available  at  Nottingham,  Heanor,  Ilkeston  and  Mansfield. 

Application  for  admission  to  general  hospitals  is  made  direct 
to  the  hospital  through  a doctor  or  other  responsible  person. 
Cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  sanatoria  are  referred 
to  the  Chest  Physician,  Nottingham  and  District  Chest  Centre, 
Gregory  Boulevard,  Nottingham  (Telephone  No.:  Nottingham 
77884). 

There  are  no  maternity  homes  in  this  area.  At  Heanor  and 
Ilkeston  there  are  hospitals  and  maternity  homes.  In  cases  of 
Puerperal  complications  a consultant  service  is  available  under 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  The  Notting- 
ham General  Hospital  and  the  Nottingham  Hospital  for  Women 
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have  facilities  for  admitting  complicated  maternity  cases,  and 
also  cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis.  One  case  of  Puerperal  Sepsis 
was  admitted  to  the  Women’s  Hospital  during  the  year. 

The  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  controls  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospitals  which  serve  this  area.  During  the  year  no 
difficulties  were  encountered  in  securing  the  hospitalization  of 
persons  suffering  from  infectious  diseases,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note 
that  only  two  cases  required  admission  to  the  Nottingham  City 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  one  of  these  was  not  subsequently  con- 
firmed as  being  infectious. 

The  Lodge  Moor  Isolation  Hospital,  Sheffield,  has  been  desig- 
nated by  the  Board  to  serve  this  area  for  the  reception  of  cases 
of  smallpox. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  following  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  Notting- 
hamshire County  Council,  and  are  held  at  the  Clinic,  Council 
School,  Devonshire  Drive,  Eastwood: — 

Child  Welfare  Centre. — Weekly:  Thursday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. — Fortnightly:  Tuesday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

School  Clinic. — Twice  Weekly:  Tuesday,  2.0  to  4.0  p.m.;  Fri- 
day, 9.30  to  12  noon. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  at  Mansfield,  Newark,  Notting- 
ham, Retford  and  Worksop. 

Venereal  Diseases  Treatment  Centres  are  at  Mansfield  and 
Nottingham. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Four  Queen’s  Nurses  reside  in  the  area  for  the  purpose  of 
treating  non-infectious  cases.  Their  nursing  area  includes  the 
adjoining  Parish  of  Greasley  in  the  Rural  District  of  Basford. 

The  service  is  free,  and  a District  Nurse  will  always  do  her 
best  to  answer  an  emergency  call  without  waiting  for  formalities 
to  be  completed.  In  non-emergency  cases  the  Nurse  will  attend 
at  the  request  of  the  private  doctor. 

The  Nurses  operate  from  the  following  addresses: —

Midwifery  Service. 

There  are  five  Midwives  practising  and  residing  in  the  Urban 
District.  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  during  child-birth  is  available 
to  all  persons  residing  in  the  area. 

It  is  very  important  that  an  expectant  mother  should  book 
her  Midwife  (and  her  doctor  if  she  so  desires)  very  early  in  her 
pregnancy.  Names  and  addresses  of  Midwives  can  be  obtained 
from  this  Council’s  Public  Health  Department. 

Home  Help  Service. 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to 
the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant 
mother,  aged,  mentally  defective,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age, 


In  maternity  cases  a Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and 
Sunday,  and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such 
as  cleaning,  cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and 
shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness,  or  when  assisting  in  the  house- 
holds of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the 
above  duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be 
arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  2s.  9d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount  the  County  Council's 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied. 

The  office  address  is:  Home  Help  Service,  66,  High  Street, 
Hucknall  (Telephone:  Hucknall  93). 

Health  Visiting. 

There  are  two  Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  Nottingham- 
shire County  Council  on  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  in 
the  district.  The  services  of  a Health  Visitor  may  be  secured  by 
calling  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

Facilities  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council, 
as  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  Part  III.  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  for  the  prevention  of  illness,  care  and 
after-care  are  summarised  below. 

Tuberculosis. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  the  Nottingham 
and  Nottinghamshire  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuber- 
culosis carry  out  valuable  social  work,  designed  not  only  to 
facilitate  the  patient’s  recovery  by  solving  the  special  problems 
of  the  tuberculous  household,  but  also  to  influence  the  domestic 
and  working  environment  so  as  to  minimise  the  chances  of  re- 
lapse and  to  protect  family  contacts. 

These  arrangements  now  include  a scheme  for  the  provision 
of  domiciliary  occupational  therapy  for  patients  unable  to  follow 
their  normal  employment. 

The  County  Council  organise  domiciliary  visits  by  trained 
Health  Visitors,  provide  for  the  loan  of  shelters  to  appropriate 
cases  and  arrange  rehabilitation  at  the  Sherwood  Village  Settle- 
ment. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  also  available 
through  the  Chest  Physician,  employed  jointly  by  the  County 
Council  and  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Other  Types  of  Illness. 

(a)  Almoner  Service  to  help  and  advise  on  all  social  prob- 
lems (including  general  care  and  after-care,  conval- 
escence and  admission  to  hospital  of  chronic  sick  and 
senile  patients. 

(b)  Loan  of  nursing  equipment  and  appliances  to  patients 
being  nursed  at  home. 
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(e)  Convalescence  (not  involving  active  medical  treatment): 
On  the  recommendation  of  a general  practitioner  and 
subject  to  contribution  by  applicants  towards  the  cost 
involved  according  to  their  financial  circumstances. 

(d)  Infectious  Diseases:  Routine  visits  by  Health  Visitors  to 
advise  and  assist  in  the  prevention  of  spread  of  infection. 

(e)  Venereal  Diseases:  Follow-up  work  by  Almoners. 

(f)  Health  Education,  including  courses  of  instruction, 
special  lectures  to  established  organisations  (including 
the  use  of  films  and  film-strips)  and  the  issue  of  pam- 
phlets, brochures  and  posters. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

The  District  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Eastwood  District  is  Mr.

Homes  for  the  Aged. 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  placed  a duty  and  respon- 
sibility on  County  and  Borough  Councils  to  provide  residential 
accommodation  for  persons  who,  by  reason  of  old  age,  infirmity 
or  other  circumstances,  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which 
is  not  otherwise  available  to  them. 

For  this  purpose,  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  main- 
tains three  residential  establishments,  which  have  been  modern- 
ised and  re-equipped,  and  has  provided  ten  new  houses,  eight  of 
which  are  now  open  and  occupied  to  capacity.  Details  of  the 
accommodation  at  these  are  as  follows: — 

Residential  Establishments: 

1.  “ Stanhope  House/’  Nottingham  Road,  Bingham — 32  men 
and  women. 

2.  “ Hillcrest,”  Leverton  Road,  Retford — 56  men  and  women. 

3.  “Greet  House,”  Upton  Road,  Southwell — 32  men  and 
women. 

Homes: 

1.  “ The  Old  Hall,”  Balderton — 18  men  and  women.

In  the  Course  of  Preparation: 

Houses  at  Ruddington  and  Southwell. 

The  homes  are  provided  for  elderly  persons  of  both  sexes, 
including  married  couples,  who,  on  account  of  advancing  years 
or  infirmity,  are  no  longer  able  to  look  after  themselves  in  their 
own  homes  and  have  no  one  able  and  willing  to  look  after  and 
care  for  them.  They  are  not  intended  for  sick  persons  who  need 
constant  medical  attention  or  nursing  care,  but  residents  suffer- 
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ing  from  minor  ailments  are  looked  after  as  in  ordinary  house- 
holds. 

A maximum  charge  of  £5  5s.  Od.  per  week  is  made  at  present, 
but  residents  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  this  amount  are  required 
to  pay  only  what  they  can  afford.  For  example,  a resident  whose 
only  income  is  a retirement  pension,  an  old-age  pension  or  a 
National  Assistance  Board  Allowance,  keeps  6s.  6d.  per  week  for 
personal  spending. 

Welfare  Services  for  the  Physically  Handicapped. 

The  National  Assistance  Act  empowers  the  County  Council 
to  provide  certain  welfare  services  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  the 
hard  of  hearing  and  other  persons  substantially  and  perman- 
ently handicapped  by  disease,  injury  or  deformity.  An  advisory 
service  has  already  been  established  which  aims  at  ascertaining 
the  needs  of  the  handicapped  and  ensuring  that  such  needs  are 
met  as  far  as  is  practicable  by  existing  statutory  and  voluntary 
provision. 

Handicapped  persons  are  advised  to  apply  to  the  District 
Welfare  Officer  or  to  the  County  Welfare  Officer  at  the  County 
Hall,  Trent  Bridge,  Nottingham. 

Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and 
Attention  (Section  47). 

No  legal  action  was  taken  under  this  section  of  the  Act  dur- 
ing the  year.  Voluntary  admission  to  hospital  was  arranged  for 
one  female  of  73  years  where  it  was  considered  she  could  be 
better  looked  after  away  from  home. 

Burial  or  Cremation  of  the  Dead  (Section  50). 

No  burials  or  cremations  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
of  the  Act  were  required  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951. 

The  Council  has  authorised  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
make  applications  under  this  Act  to  a Court  of  Summary  Juris- 
diction or  to  a single  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  an  order  for  the 
urgent  removal  of  certain  persons  from  the  premises  in  which 
they  are  residing  to  a hospital  or  other  place,  instead  of  such 
application  being  made  by  the  Council. 

No  applications  for  Court  Orders  under  this  Act  were  made 
in  1953. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1925  (Section  66)  AND  PUBLIC 
HEALTH  ACT,  1936  (Section  176). 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  above  Sections. 

WELFARE  (FOODS)  SERVICE  (Supplied  by  the  Courtesy  of 
the  Minister  of  Food). 

The  uptake  of  welfare  foods,  particularly  orange  juice,  cod 
liver  oil  and  A and  D Vitamin  tablets  was  fairly  constant  during 
the  year,  but  the  level  remained  very  low.  The  latest  regional 
figures  show  that  the  issues  as  a percentage  of  the  potential  de- 
mand are:— 
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Orange  Juice  21.4% 

Cod  Liver  Oil  20.0% 

A and  D Vitamin  Tablets  28.9% 

In  the  Eastwood  Urban  District  welfare  foods  are  distributed 
from  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  the  local  Food  Office. 

The  vitamins  contained  in  these  foods  are  essential  to  the 
health  of  the  expectant  mother  and  young  child,  and  it  is  there- 
fore most  important  to  ensure  that  full  publicity  is  given  to  the 
fact  that  these  foods  are  available  (Cod  Liver  Oil  and  A and  D 
Vitamin  Tablets  free  of  charge;  Orange  Juice  5d.  a bottle). 

NOTTINGHAMSHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1951. 

Establishments  for  Massage  or  Special  Treatment. 

Part  VII.  of  this  Act  came  into  force  on  the  10th  March,  19o2, 
in  the  Eastwood  Urban  District  and  the  powers  and  duties 
applicable  to  this  section  have  been  delegated  to  the  Eastwood 
Urban  District  Council  of  Eastwood. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  one  licensed  establishment 
in  the  District  for  massage  or  special  treatment. 

CHILDREN  ACT,  1948,  AND  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG 
PERSONS’  ACT,  1933.

The  Children’s  Department  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  investigating  com- 
plaints about  the  welfare  of  children  and  taking  those  into  its 
care  who  are  not  properly  looked  after.  Proceedings  may  be 
taken  and  the  children  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Council 
through  the  Juvenile  Courts.  The  Department  also  receives 
applications  from  parents  and  others  who  have  the  care  of  chil- 
dren and  may  take  these  children  into  its  care. 

Children’s  Homes  are  maintained  in  most  parts  of  the 
County  and,  in  addition,  there  is  a children’s  nursery,  two  hostels 
for  young  working  people,  two  approved  schools  and  a remand 
home  for  boys.  Apart  from  taking  a child  into  its  care,  the  De- 
partment may  secure  that  proper  provision  is  made  through  one  or 
other  Welfare  Services  or  take  action  to  bring  about  the  re- 
habilitation of  problem  families  or  supervise  the  welfare  of  chil- 
dren in  their  own  homes  in  certain  circumstances. 

As  many  as  possible  of  the  children  in  the  care  of  the  Council 
are  placed  in  foster  homes,  and  the  Visiting  Officers  are  always 
glad  to  hear  of  members  of  the  general  public  who  are  prepared 
to  help  in  this  way,  and  to  give  further  information  about  the 
Council’s  scheme. 

Child  Life  Protection. 

Part  VII.  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  as  extended  by 
Part  V.  of  the  Children  Act,  1948,  requires  that  every  person 
who  is  not  a relative  and  who  undertakes  to  keep  for  payment 
a child  below  the  upper  limit  of  the  compulsory  school  age,  either 
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apart  from  its  parents  or  having  no  parent,  must  give  seven  days’ 
prior  notice  to  the  Children’s  Officer,  Shire  Hall,  Nottingham,  of 
the  intended  reception  of  the  child. 

Adoption. 

Section  II.  of  the  Adoption  Act,  1950,  requires  that,  before 
any  application  for  an  Adoption  Order  in  respect  of  a child  is 
presented  to  the  court,  the  Children’s  Officer  must  have  received 
three  months’  prior  notice  from  the  applicants  of  their  intention 
to  apply  for  the  Order. 

Third  Party  Placements. 

When  any  person,  other  than  a parent  or  guardian,  makes 
arrangements  for  a child  below  the  upper  limit  of  the  compulsory 
school  age  to  be  placed  in  the  care  and  possession  of  another  per- 
son who  is  not  a relative  of  the  child,  then  that  person  is  required 
to  give  the  Children’s  Officer  at  least  seven  days’  prior  notice  of 
the  intended  placement.  This  provision  is  made  to  safeguard 
children  who  are  not  placed  for  reward  or  adoption  and  some  per- 
son other  than  the  parent  or  guardian  participates  in  the  arrange- 
ments. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  whole  of  the  district  has  a piped  water  supply  provided 
by  the  City  of  Nottingham  Water  Corporation,  and  throughout 
the  year  this  was  of  a good  quality  and  sufficient  in  volume  and 
pressure. 

No  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  or 
chemical  analysis,  and  the  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  a plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

Nearly  one  hundred  per  cent,  of  the  dwelling-houses  are 
supplied  direct  from  the  public  water  mains,  and  only  three 
houses  are  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes. 

Water  mains  were  extended  along  the  new  roads  being  de- 
veloped for  housing  purposes  at  Woodside  (off  Derby  Road)  and 
Moorfields  Avenue  (off  Greenhills  Road). 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  whole  of  the  district,  except  for  three  small  low-lying 
areas  near  the  south-west  boundary,  is  provided  with  sewers. 

New  sewers  both  for  foul  and  surface  water  were  laid  in  con- 
nection with  the  Woodside  and  Moorfields  Avenue  building 
estates. 

The  working  of  coal  seams  in  a south-westerly  direction  across 
Greenhills  Road  has  affected  the  foul  water  sewer  in  this  area 
and  as  the  working  panels  extend  it  is  anticipated  that  further 
subsidence  problems  will  have  to  be  dealt  with. 

New  penstocks  were  fitted  to  the  new  length  of  sewer  lying 
at  the  entrance  to  the  Hall  Park  to  facilitate  the  emptying  of  the 
sump. 
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The  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Newthorpe  were  com- 
pleted and  officially  opened  on  the  19th  September,  1953,  and  are 
being  used  in  conjunction  with  the  original  Works  constructed 
in  1894.  The  flow  of  sewage  to  the  Works  in  1906  was  an  average 
of  about  170,000  gallons  daily  under  dry  weather  conditions,  com- 
pared with  the  present  average  of  about  374,000  gallons  daily. 
The  respective  average  dry  weather  flows  to  be  dealt  with  at  the 
Old  Works  is  110,000  gallons  daily,  a,nd  the  New  Works  264,000 
gallons  daily.  The  Works  have  been  laid  out  to  allow  the 
economical  addition  of  further  purification  units  as  they  are  re- 
quired. A new  foundation  and  surfacing  has  been  provided  for 
the  access  road  from  the  Lodge  Colliery  level  crossing  to  the  New 
Works  and  to  the  Old  Works. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  under  the  control  of  the 
joint  Councils  of  Basford  and  Eastwood. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Nethergreen  Brook,  Beauvale  Brook  and  River  Erewash 
are  the  streams  running  through  and  on  the  boundary  of  the 
district. 

The  Trent  River  Board  is  now  the  responsible  authority, 
within  its  area,  for  the  prevention  of  river  polution  and  other 
functions  conferred  upon  it  by  the  River  Boards  Act,  1948. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Household  Refuse. 

The  collection  of  all  house  and  trade  refuse  was  maintained 
on  a once-weekly  basis  throughout  the  year.  No  new  refuse  col- 
lecting vehicles  were  required  during  the  year,  the  two  Bedford 
vehicles  in  use  continuing  to  give  good  service. 

A re-arrangement  of  collecting  areas  was  inaugurated  dur- 
ing October  with  a view  to  improving  the  efficiency  of  the  service 
and  resulting  in  economies  in  the  costs  of  collection. 

There  were  no  alterations  in  the  method  of  collection,  the 
refuse  collection  team  comprising  one  driver  and  five  collectors. 
Trolleys  are  used  to  convey  the  bins  from  the  houses  to  the 
vehicle. 

The  procedure  for  securing  the  replacement  of  defective  bins 
was  not  changed,  the  Council  again  supplying  dustbins  upon 
charge  where  there  had  been  a failure  to  comply  with  Notices 
served  under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

Street  Cleansing. 

The  whole  of  the  street  cleansing  throughout  the  district, 
including  the  County  Roads,  was  carried  out  by  the  Lewin 
Sweeper-Collector,  the  total  mileage  of  streets  swept  being 
approximately  1,047.  This  is  a considerable  improvement  on  the 
mileage  swept  for  the  previous  year,  which  was  approximately 
791. 
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The  total  expenditure  on  street  cleaning  for  the  financial 
year  was  £1,002.  The  expense  of  cleansing  County  Roads,  how- 
ever, is  shared  by  that  Authority  and  the  contribution  from  the 
County  Council  for  the  financial  year  was  £406. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Throughout  the  year  we  continued  to  use  the  land  at  Not- 
tingham Road  for  the  purpose  of  tipping  all  house  and  trade 
refuse.  The  contours  here  are  such  that  we  shall  be  able  to  tip 
for  a few  years  to  come,  and  on  completion  the  land  will  form 
an  extension  to  the  existing  sports  ground  and  a small  portion 
will  be  used  for  allotment  garden  purposes. 

The  site  preparation,  i.e.,  the  removal  and  stock-piling  of 
top  soil,  and  levelling  and  consolidation  of  refuse,  was  much 
improved  by  the  use  of  new  machinery,  namely,  a Bristol  22 
Angledozer  and  Condor  Earth  Scraper,  which  replaced  the  small 
Calf-dozer  which  had  been  in  use  for  some  5J  years. 

Salvage. 

Although  the  absence  of  a ready  market  for  the  disposal  of 
waste  paper  continued  throughout  the  first  half  of  the  year,  there 
was  a marked  improvement  from  July  onwards,  and  the  total 
income  of  £1,223  for  the  sale  of  salvage  is  regarded  as  very  satis- 
factory. It  compares  with  £1,600  received  during  the  previous 
year.  The  decision,  therefore,  to  continue  with  the  collection 
of  waste  paper  during  a period  when  there  was  difficulty  of  dis- 
posal was  a wise  one. 

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  of  salvage  continued  as 
in  previous  years,  such  materials  being  collected  along  with  the 
house  refuse,  separate  collections  being  made  from  business 
premises.  One  whole-time  man  is  employed  at  the  Salvage 
Depot  to  deal  with  all  salvaged  materials,  additional  labour  being 
made  available  when  necessary  at  peak  periods. 

No  changes  were  made  in  the  arrangements  for  the  collec- 
tion of  kitchen  waste,  which  is  picked  up  twice  weekly  from  the 
communal  bins  placed  in  the  streets.  Whilst  this  method  of  sav- 
ing kitchen  waste  in  communal  bins  was  introduced  during  the 
War  in  view  of  the  urgent  need  for  saving  foodstuffs  for  feeding 
pigs,  these  bins  are  a constant  source  of  irritation  to  the  general 
public  and  are  also  exposed  to  abuse. 

Although  an  increased  payment  of  7s.  6d.  per  ton  was  made 
during  the  year,  it  does  not  give  the  same  return  as  other  forms 
of  salvage.  All  kitchen  waste  is  taken  to  the  Nottingham  Cor- 
poration for  processing. 

The  Council  continued  their  Bonus  Scheme  to  the  men  en- 
gaged on  salvage  collection,  and  during  the  year  a total  of  £94 
was  paid,  as  compared  with  £101  for  the  previous  year.  Bonus  is 
assessed  at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  salvage  sold  in 
excess  of  six  tons  per  month. 

The  total  cost  of  Refuse  Collection,  Disposal  and  Salvage  for 
the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1954,  was  £3,950,  as  com- 
pared with  £4,084,  £2,239,  £3,920,  £4,069  and  £2,277  for  the  five 
years  immediately  preceding.

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

This  Act  regulates  the  conditions  under  which  animals  for 
sale  are  kept. 

One  application  was  received  and  one  licence  granted  during 
the  year. 

Shops  Act,  1950. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  relating  to  ven- 
tilation and  temperature  of  shops. 

Some  improvements  were  carried  out,  and  in  general  the 
standard  maintained  by  the  shops  is  most  satisfactory. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  formal  applications  for  licences  for  caravans  or  caravan 
sites  under  the  provisions  of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  were  received  during  the  period. 

There  are  no  sites  licensed  within  the  area.  Three  vans 
occupying  land  at  Newthorpe  Common  and  one  occupying  land 
at  Derby  Road,  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
were  removed  following  informal  action.  The  only  vans  sta- 
tioned temporarily  in  the  district  are  those  used  in  connection 
with  the  travelling  Fairs. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

It  is  again  satisfactory  to  record  that  no  complaints  were 
received  during  the  year  regarding  the  emission  of  smoke  from  in- 
dustrial chimneys. 

Following  the  publicising  in  the  Nottingham  Press  of  that 
part  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1952  dealing  with  atmospheric 
pollution  and  the  need  for  adequate  provision  of  smokeless  fuels, 
the  East  Midlands  Gas  Board  arranged  for  the  delivery  of  one- 
hundredweight  bags  of  coke  to  householders.  All  local  mer- 
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chants  were  circularised  as  it  was  felt  that  they  should  be  en- 
couraged to  anticipate  and  cater  for  a need  which  is  of  ever- 
increasing  importance  in  the  interests  of  the  community. 

Smoke  pollution  arising  from  domestic  sources  is,  unfor- 
tunately, on  the  increase  in  relation  to  the  new  houses  being  built 
and  notwithstanding  the  use  of  improved  solid  fuel  appliances. 
It  is  felt  that  real  progress  towards  eliminating  smoke  from 
domestic  chimneys  will  be  made  when  smokeless  fuels  can  be 
sold  at  a cost  per  ton  less  than  raw  coal. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or 
pools  within  the  area,  though  these  facilities  are  available  in  the 
adjoining  Urban  District  of  Heanor. 

The  baths  known  as  Beggarlee  Pool  in  the  adjoining  Parish 
of  Greasley,  which  previously  served  a considerable  portion  of  the 
Eastwood  District,  still  remained  closed  owing  to  the  unsuitability 
of  the  water  supply  and  the  absence  of  any  provision  for  its 
purification. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Council  to  provide  swimming  bath 
facilities  in  the  District,  and  plans  for  the  construction  of  a com- 
bined Public  Hall  and  Swimming  Bath  are  being  considered. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

There  were  no  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  either  in  Council 
or  non-Council  houses  reported  during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control.— Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Treatment  of  the  sewers  for  the  purpose  of  rat  destruction 
were  carried  out  in  April  and  November.  The  offer  of  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Rodent  Operators  engaged  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  was  accepted  for  the  pre-baiting  and  poison- 
ing of  rats  in  sewers.  The  poisons  used  were  Arsenic  and  Zinc 
Phosphide,  with  pre-baits  of  bread  mash  and  sausage  rusk,  and  a 
new  poison,  “Warfarin,”  was  also  used. 

Disinfestation  was  carried  out  at  four  establishments  follow- 
ing inspections  of  domestic  and  industrial  premises.  The  refuse 
tips  used  by  the  Council  have  also  been  treated,  with  satisfactory 
results,  and  permanent  baiting  points  are  maintained  at  one  of 
the  tips  so  as  to  prevent  any  nuisance  arising  from  vermin. 

Insecticides  are  also  used  on  the  tips  at  intervals  to  prevent 
infestation  by  crickets. 

Schools. 

The  arrangements  for  the  immediate  notification  to  the  head 
teachers  of  infectious  disease  and  contacts  have  been  carried  out 
as  in  previous  years. 

Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907  (Section  86). 

The  number  of  persons  registered  as  Old  Metal  and  Marine 
Store  Dealers  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  two, 
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HOUSING. 

The  number  of  new  houses  completed  and  occupied  during 
the  year  was  75,  being  an  increase  of  ten  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  These  were  of  the  permanent  type  and  34  were 
built  by  the  Local  Authority.  A further  32  Council  houses  were 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Only  two  building 
contractors  were  engaged  on  the  construction  of  houses  on  the 
Council’s  Church  View  Estate  as  compared  with  four  during  1952. 

Licences  were  issued  to  private  enterprise  for  the  erection 
of  46  houses,  38  of  which  were  commenced  and  15  completed 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

No  applications  for  grant-aid  in  connection  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  were  received. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
one  Demolition  Order  under  Section  11  was  made  during  the  year 
in  respect  of  one  individual  house. 

Six  houses  were  demolished  during  this  period. 

Informal  action  was  taken  in  connection  with  two  blocks  of 
houses  in  one  area  originally  comprising  30  single  back-to-back 
type  houses.  The  owners  accepted  the  Council’s  proposals  that 
the  houses  should  not  be  re-let  after  vacation  by  the  existing 
occupiers.  The  re-housing  of  these  occupants  is  proceeding 
smoothly  and  the  houses  will  be  the  subject  of  formal  procedure 
under  the  Housing  Act  and  ultimately  demolished  when  all  have 
been  vacated. 

The  total  number  of  persons  re-housed  in  new  houses  pro- 
vided by  the  Local  Authority  was  110,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
there  was  a total  of  729  Council  houses  in  occupation.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1950,  the  Ministry  of 
Food  made  an  Order  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  November, 
1952,  specifying  areas  within  which  milk  sold  by  retail  must  con- 
form with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1950,  or  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1950. 
Eastwood  has  been  included  in  such  an  area,  and  accordingly  all 
milk  sold  by  retail  must  be  specially  designated  milk,  that  is, 
“Sterilised,”  “Pasteurised,”  “Tuberculin  Tested”  or,  until  the  30th 
September,  1954,  “Accredited”  milk  from  a single  herd.

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Milk  sampling  is  regularly  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Gregory,  Chief  Inspector,  for 
the  following  information: — 

One  hundred  and  eighty-two  samples  of  raw  milk  were  pur- 
chased for  examination  and  analysis.  One  hundred  and  seventy- 
one  were  found  to  be  genuine  and  eleven  were  sub-standard. 
These  eleven  sub-standard  samples  were  found  to  be  slightly  de- 
ficient in  milk  solids  due  to  natural  causes,  and  appropriate 
action  was  taken  in  these  cases. 

Sixty-two  samples  of  Pasteurised  and  Heat-treated  Milk 
were  obtained  in  accordance  with  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-53,  and  all 
complied  with  the  prescribed  tests. 

Ice-Cream. 

During  the  year  five  registrations  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream 
were  issued,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  thirty  dealers 
and  one  manufacturer  on  the  register.  The  registration  of  such 
premises  is  usually  made  subject  to  the  ice-cream  being  pre- 
packed or  wrapped,  and  a satisfactory  standard  is  thereby  main- 
tained.

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A special  examination  of  stocks  of  French  Moroccan  tinned 
Sardines  was,  carried  out  following  information  from  a neighbour- 
ing Authority  that  certain  brands  had  been  found  to  be  con- 
taminated with  tin  in  excess  of  the  conventionally  accepted 
limits.  This  made  it  necessary  to  visit  all  the  food  shops  in  the 
area  for  the  purpose  of  examining  such  stocks  of  sardines,  and 
as  a result  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  4|oz.  tins  were  con- 
demned as  unfit  for  consumption.

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1936,  Section  15— Byelaws. 

These  byelaws  relate  to  the  observance  of  sanitary  and 
cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air.
